LBLIND LEAKS IN ADMINISTRATION.

How many lttle |eak-holeg aro there
In the administration of government

From time
to tline we cry economy and peat our-
selyes solidly on the back whenaver wo
Teduca an appropriagtlon or otherwlss
shave down a dollar. But there |8 no
telling how much hard-cArned money
slips away forever In the darkness and
dullnezs which langs over the routine
of the depavtmonts,

The report of the Hecretary of the
Treasury enlls  attention to an old
ithiige of this sort, trifling enough, but
characteristie in its way, Tobles are
printed showing the amount of money
]in cuslomg collected  at certain ports
and the cost of collecting thls money.
Most of- us are more or less famillar|
with the {figures, sinee they are printed
every year, At York, Malne, $7.:10 was
ciollested during the past fiscal year,
and 1he expenses of collecting it
amounted to §365. At Coos Bay, Ore,
370,61 was collected at an expense of
51,464, At Crisiield, Jd, the people
paid out $3,236 in order to lake In $93.
At Annapolis the proportion was much
! worag, sinece there the people paid out
‘eang to take in u beggarly $3.00,  In
sixteen of 160 customs distriets it cost
an average of §21 to collect every dol-
lar taken in, A half-witted infant can
see what sort of business this ls.  No
doubt there reasons  why  ports
should sometimes ba run at o loss, but
such reogsons do not epply 1o most of
those ports.
